I know its all personal preference but I have a vibroplex single lever 
paddle, a brass racer, and a bencher dual lever paddle. The vibroplex sits 
on top of my rig as a trophy (because its 

about 30 years old - still works great). The brass racer sits in the closet 
(on the floor behind some trash) and never gets out unless I need to carry 
it somewhere and I don't want to risk my Bencher during the trip. I have 
been using (or trying to) the brass racer for about 5 years....don't like it 
at all (any takers - its in perfect shape). I use the bencher coupled to the 
CMOS dream (from Idiom / idiot press - saw that in a message the other day - 
great Freudian slip).

Hi gang: 


I use a beat-up Brown Bros. paddle assembly. It weighs (perhaps) 
about a pound, with a sturdy but not-huge (c. 4 x 4 inch) metal base 


and has big red plastic paddle surfaces. When I bought it way back 
about 14-16 years ago it wasn't beat up ;-) but I've dragged it to a 

lot of portable sites! It is a great one, but I can't offer comparisons 
because (even though I've seen and toyed briefly with others) its the 
only one I've used seriously. Only other paddle/key is the straight key 
here! But I want to make a LIGHTWEIGHT paddle assembly for portable 
use. I was thinking about trying the old dual microswitch arrangement, 
but that would be a different thing to learn (!) when switching from the 
Brown Bros. unit (no iambic!?). Anyways, I guess I'll have to really 

do some serious engineering one of these days and come up with a really 
lightweight paddle for my portable use, that can be used with the Super 
CMOS II keyer, providing the true iambic keying, programmable keying 
that I love. 


QRP: over the Christmas holiday I brought along the Sierra to do some 
operating in Florida.

An interesting concept, the integrated computer/qrp rig/software pkg 
thing-a-ma-jig. 


HOWEVER, look closely at the state of the art notebook. You have to get your 
QRP rig into a PCMCIA card! Talk about a challenge. But there is 
precedence. Today you can buy an application card like a modem that has the 
application software integrated into the card. Further, you can buy a 
wireless lan card with the radio/modem/driver software in the card. In the 
near future, you will be able to buy a card that is a modem/pcs 
telephone/application software on it. 


I guess what we should be looking for is a card with your qrp rig, operating 
software for CW and contesting/logging software and radio interface. This 
credit card sized device, when plugged into its slot, would automatically 
bring up the operating software, display a front panel of the "radio", and 
put audio onto the laptop speaker (which would, hopefully be rerouted to a 
different PCMCIA slot where the sound card resides). If the designer is 
really good, this card could be a multiband card and band select via 
software. Further, if a type II or III card is used, it is fairly thick and 
could have a very small panel on the outside end with 2.5 mm jacks for 
antenna. Of course, it would be powered from the laptop battery with power 
control via the "front panel". 


As an aside, if your laptop uses the Pentium processor, it could send 
approximate CW (only another Pentium could copy it?). 


And of course, since there would be at least 20 or 30 well heeled QRPers out 
there who would have to have one of these things, they would probably only 


cost $2,000. But, it is an interesting concept.

I guess we should eventually change the subject line to laptop QRP. 


The idea of using PCMCIA cards for all control functions is intriguing. If 
control resides in the card (and recording also for later downloading into 
a desktop), then one might remove the hard drive and use that space 
(suitably isolated) for the QRP rig itself, which might, in turn, be on two 
cards: one for the RF sections, the other for all control functions. 

There just might be room enough for a low-level set of signal paths (to 
minimize RF leakage to the computer. If one wanted a 0.5 to 5 watt 
amplifier, it might be mounted at the antenna feedpoint and contain a 
control circuit and line for drive level, T-R, or other functions, as well 
aS a receiving pre-amp. Some of the newest battery packs ought to reduce 
the discharge-and replace rate to once per session; hence, only 2 packs 
needed for a contest. 


Reducing the number of different items to be carried to the hilltop might 
be a boon to operators, but the cost--as you note--might discourage people 
from taking the unit out-of-doors (or even out of the safe). I suspect 
that the earliest experimentation on ideas like these will occur on used 
older models, highly modified to bring them up to reasonable date to take 
advantage of the lowest-power-drain chips and highest-capacity batteries. 
Some of those units are already larger (thicker) and might have a bit of 
room to spare. 


Not repeating functions already available in a given computer would also 
Save space and current. For example, a synthsizer based on the computer 
oscillator-division chain might ease the VFO problem, as well as the 
mixer-oscillator problems. Lots of ways to go, but at this stage of 
speculation, I have not the foggiest idea which might be feasible, let 
alone best.

Well, got the parts and breadboarded it last night. I should have done 
this in the first place. After I got it working we substituted 
transitors, resistors, and xtal series capacitors with an 80 and 20 meter 


xtal. End result of this explosion is that harmonic and OM learned (and 
re-learned!) lots of stuff about parts and oscillators. Of course, my 

ego feels much better having sorted out my mistake in the first place! 

The 80 meter xtal worked fine without series cap but needed 60 pf to get 

it down the 3 or 5 khz to xtal freq. 20 m xtal without series cap had a 
real nice chirp, fixed easily with series cap. (100 pf to get it down 5 khz). 


Final anaylsis: T2 pictorial led us to reverse emitter and 
collector..... this was not the cause of the explosion..... tried it on the 
bread board...... nothing happens (no explosion, no keying of T3) 


I believe it was an incorrectly manufactured mini electrolytic that was 
the culprit, aggravated by its relatively low voltage capacity. 
Substituting a larger electrolytic did not cause an explosion on the 
original board or prototype. 


There you have it, "One small step for QRP building, one giant leap in 
confidence level of harmonic and OM!" Thanks for your help guys. 

A special thanks to Bill, N8ET who did not sell me the kit but is sending 
a freebee kit (I need a new board) so we can finish up the 

project properly..... thanks again Bill!

ObQRP: I finally stabilized the horrendous drift on my MFJ-9020. 
The factory sent me 2 polystyrene replacement capacitors for the 
VFO after I convinced them that I knew which end of a soldering 
iron to hold and could do it myself. Actually, the MFJ 
technician (Brian Bishop) seemed relieved that I volunteered to 
do the labor. He didn't even charge me for the caps. Good 
customer service. Transmit is hunky-dory. 


I still have an annoying problem with the receiver; I hear a high 
pitched tone from 10-MHz WWV all across the 20m tuning range. 
(The IF is 10-MHz, too.) My experiments indicate it enters the 
receiver chain from the antenna, after the front end mixer but 
before the crystal filter and IF amp. I can remove the front end 
mixer NE-602 and still hear the whistle from WWV. 


Mr. Bishop at MFJ says he's only seen 2-3 other cases of strong 

signals near the IF appearing on the audio. He's stumped. I'ma 
digital engineer, so you _know_ I'm sans clue! Who can give me 

an idea where to look for the cause? I'm tired of listening to 

WWV tock clicks whenever I'm on 20m.
